Attendance is expected 
to go well over, by three 
or four thousand, last 
year's 12.783 registered re­ 
tail dealers, according to 
Eddy S. Feldman, Mart 
managing director.
Feldman explained that 

attendance can be estimat­ 
ed by the number of appll- 
ctions for passes, both new 
ones or renewal of old 
ones He said the Mart's ad­ 
missions department had 
l)cen hard at work during 
the last 90 days processing 
the applications. Only ac­ 
credited, registered retail 
home furnishings dealers 
and buyers are admitted 
into the building at any­ 
time. The Mart Is not open 
to the public.
The exhibit building's 600 

showrooms are being re­ 
decorated this week In 
preparation for showing 
over 2,350 different lines 
of furniture, floor cover­

ing, bedding, lamps and 
many other hnmp items. 
The merchandise viewed 
by retail store owners and 
department store buyers at 
the Mart next week will be 
available in stores the 
early part of March.
